Washington, November 16.—“A)— 
The supreme court was asked today to 
decide a dispute between Kansaze and 
the Ku Klux Klan. 

Specifically the Ku.Klux Klan of 
Georgia challenged the right of Kansas 


to require it to obtain permission ‘‘to 
do business” in the state. 

Lechnical objections were raised to 
the service of notices by state offi- 
cials upon klangy’ a who, it was 
argued, did not represent the Klan in 
an official capacty. It was further 
argued that the Klan was a “purely 
benevolent and eleemosynary organiza- 
tion having no capital stock,” 

The lower court held that, as a for- 
eign corporation, the Klan could not 
carry on its activities in Kansas with- 
out first making application “to do 
business” there, The Klan insists tnat 
it is not “doing business” in the state. 
and attacked the constitutionality of 
the Kansas law whieh it deseribes - 
an invalid abridgment of its privilege 
and immunities.

THE HIGHWAY BUDGET. 

The 1927 construction budget, 
submitted by Mr. Phillips, and 
adopted by the state highway board 
unanimously Monday, is strong in 
two essential features. First, the 
provision for connecting the paved 
links in two or more through-state 
thoroughfares. Second, the plan 
for a revolving fund for the pur- 
pose of financing weak counties. 

Particularly pleasing is it that the 
budget provides for the complete 
paving of a through highway from 


the Tennessee line to the Florida 
line, and also for building the one 
missing link in the scenic route to 
the North Carolina line via Dah- 
lonega and Blairsville. 

A great deal of construction in 
all sections is provided for, and it 
is presumed that all of the counties 
that have already issued local bonds

funds, and in which no construc- 
tion work has yet been done, will 
be included in the general 1927-’28 
building program.

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’ OVEREATING A FACTOR OF 


ARTHRITIS. 

Dr. Frank Billings is the father of 
the focal infection factor—it is not 
merely a theory—of chronic arthritis. 
Perhaps Dr. E. C. Rosenow may be 
called godfather of this epochal ad- 
vance in the study of anthritis. Dr. 
Billinge is no relation to Josh who 
discovered Billings complaint ; Dr. Bil- 
lings is a Chicago physician now re- 
tired. Dr. Rosenow is a Rochester, 
(Minn.) bacteriologist. These two phy- 
sicians should divide the prize of hon- 
or which otght to be conferred upon 
the person who has contributed the 
most helpful service in conquering this 
most disabling disease. After these 
two great names in American medical 
progress, and most of the progress that 
has been made in the study und treat- 
ment of arthritis has been made in 
America—we may mention the name 
of Dr. Ralph Pemberton, Philadel- 
phia physician, whose contributions 
to the campaign against arthritis con- 
cerns the other kinds of influences be- 
sides bacterial _depredations which 
have to do with both the development 
of arthritis and the successful treat- 
ment of the disease. : 

It is essential to rid the mind of 
all fancies that uric acid has anything 
to do with the common forms of ar- 
thritis or joint inflammation. Then 
it is important to appreciate that ar- 
thritig is only an expression in the 
joints of a disease state which man- 
ifests more or less characteristic 
changes in many other tissues as well 
as the joints. This in a considerable 
share of cases studied by Pemberton 
and his associates there was (a) a 
lowered basal metabolism, (b) lowered 
sugar tolerance or delayed utilization 
of glucose in the blood, (c) diminished 
blood flow through the capillaries or 
finest blood vessels, where the oxygen 
of the blood is passed to the cells of 
the tissues and products of cell life 
returned to the blood to be carried 
away through the veins. 

A practical observation in reference 
to this diminished or retarded capil- 
lary circulation is that the application 
of heat speeds up this capillary cir- 
culation. Heat in one form or an- 
other ig a recognized remedy for ar- 
thritis. Probably the most effective 
form is diathermy, or deep heat ap- 


plied by means of special electrical 


apparatus, 

This accumulation of an excess of 
sugar in the blood of the arthritis 
patient is not of the nature of dia- 
betes, for all of the sugar is even- 
tually completely burned, But it does 
give a hint of the effect of overeating. 
Arthritis patients are probably no 
more harmed by overeating than any 
one else, but owing to the deficiency 
in the tissue or capillary circulation 
which I mentioned above, the arthritis 
patient is more likely to suffer for 
his intemperance. It is a striking 
fact that victims of arthritis who hap- 
pen to be much overweight and adopt 
a dietary regimen which reduces 
weight, often note a marked improve- 
ment in the joint trouble or even re 
cover entirely from mild chronic ar- 
thritis. 

The reducing fad of the sillly sex 
has done considerable harm. WNever- 
theless it is still advisable for frankly 
obese adults to reduce, and as a rule 
this is most healthfully accomplished 
through a judicious regulation of the 
diet and daily exercise. Arthritis suf- 
ferers who are also obese should lose 
no time in placing themselves under 
a suitable reduction regimen—of 
course prescribed by the physician, to 
suit individual requirements.

_ Night after night these same adver- 

tisements by dishonest furriers appear 

in this tabloid newspaper read exclu- 

sively by men and women whose 

mental rating in a fair intelligence 

test would scale somewhere around 
minus. 

The tragedy lies in the picture of 
these poor dumb-bells spelling out 
these ads, and partiag with their hard- 
earned money for reincarnated cat fur 
under the belief that they are annex- 
ine? sealskin or sable.

He lofig cherished the desire 
to create that “cut-off” for 
shipping to save the long detour 
around Cape Good Ilope and now he 
liad brought it into being. The world 
took off its hat to him! 

The great canal is 104 miles long, 
has no locks in it, is now being deep- 
ened to 40 feet from 36 feet, and 
widened to 440 feet from the original 
S10 feet. 
about 16 hours. The cost of it was 
$127,000,000. ‘The towns along it are 
Port Said on the Mediterranean, Is- 
mnilia near the mid-length and Tew- 
fik at the Red sea outlet and two 
miles from Sucz, called “the cess-pool 
of civilization,” and damned by Kip- 
ling as the wickedest town on the 
globe. 

De Lesseps then, with the patronage 
of the French government, took up the 
project of building a ship canal across 
the Igthmus of Darien—a dream of 
many navigators, engineers and diplo- 
mats from the days of Balboa. He 
undertook the job, but after years of 
endeavor, the expenditure of billiofs 
of francs and the sacrifice of many 
thousand lives of laborers, he was 
forced to suspend his labors. Like 
Columbus, four centuries before, he 
was accused of fraud and prosecuted 
as a criminal, but was vindicated.

*“‘After careful reading of your road pro- 
gram for 1927-28, as published in The At- 
lanta Constitution this morning, you have 
provided for paved roads on all lines leading 
out from Atlanta, with the exception of 
the DBarkhead highway, leading west 
through Austell, Douglasville, Villa Rica 
and Tallapoosa. The counties along this 
line bonded themselves to the limit to pro- 
vide, and made it possible, for the grading 
and surfacing of this road, which was one 
of the first road work done in the state, 
with the counties paying one-half and the 
federal aid system the remainder. The 
condition of this road through the wet sea- 
son and winter months is almost fmpassable, 
and I have been told by a great many tour- 
ists that the above-mentioned road is én 
the worst condition of any section of the 
Bankhead highway, from Carolina points to 
the Alabama line. It is manifestly unfair 
that, after these small counties bonded 
themselves to the limit in order to get 
good roads, you should pass them unnoticed, 
as stated in your budget of road construc- 
tions for the years 1027-28.

gray silence of a somber autumn aft- 
erncon, amid the sloping shadows of 
an oak-guarded family plot at Spring 
Hill cemetery, and the mellow chimes 


of a distant church, the mortal re- 
mains of Joseph Gurney Cannon were 
lowered Tuesday into their resting 
place. Officials of government and 
friends of the community mourned in 
solemn tribute for the man whose fiery 
spirit had guided him ‘through an 
honorable career in American politics. 
The silk hats of Vice President 
Charles G. Dawes, Governor Len 
Small and other officials, bobbed slow- 
ly as, with measured tread, the funeral 
cortege passed down tree-lined Vermil- 
ion street, Uncle Joe’s path in death 
as in life, 

Simple was Uncle Joe in death, for 
so had he wished it. Not even the 
American flag he served for 46 years 
as a legislator draped the coffin, Can- 
non, when his smile was genial and 
his cigar ever present, used to call 
display, garishness and fanfare “flub- 
dub.’’ There was no flub-dub at his 
funeral. . 

Prayer At His Home. 

At 2:30 there was a_ prayer at 
the mid-Victorian brick mansion, 
\thich Uncle Joe had built for his 


bride in another generation. The pray- | 


er, delivered by the Rev. Thomas N. 
Ewing, pastor of St. James Method- 
ist ehurch, was a private service for 
members of the family and close 
friends. 

Then, the body of Uncle Joe, which 
had lain in state since Sunday to be 
viewed by thousands of townspeople, 
was carried for the last time through 
his doorway by past commanders of 
the Curtis G. Redden post of the 
American Legion. Under an arch of 
swords, held aloft by members of 
Knights Templar, the coffin passed, 
and through a double lane of honor 
members of the Boy. Scouts. 

It was a short block to the Method- 
ist church whose walls are covered 
with ivy, planted by Cannon's wife, 
dead 30-years, more than a generation 
azo, The soft deep tones of Chopin's 
funeral march already had begun te 
resound through the edifice when the 
body was borne to the chancel.

With the acceptance of three jurors 
in the rial of Major Brown, charged 
with murder in connection with the 
lynching of Dave Wright, court was 
recesse| late tonight until Wednesday 
morning. ‘The three were 
from 75 veniremen, who were ex- 
amined today. 

The prosecution elected to try Major 


Brown first, although the defense 
made an effort to have all of the de- 
fendants tried jointly. Under the 
usual procedure this would have given 
the defense 360 challenges, the exer- 
cise of which would have made it ex- 
tremely difficult and even doubtful, 
whether a jury could be obtained in 
Coffee county. - There are only 516 
names in the jury box.

that no one will know, from one day 
to the next, just who will be asso- 
ciated, Frank Smith, who has charge 
of the Schleider-Bradley Boys’ Com- 
munity club at the fair grounds, has 
been engaged to exercise supervision 
over the porters. ; 

In doing away with the jockeys 
agents, the fair grounds authorities 
have engaged a special clerk, William 
Doyle, who will look after the duties 
of making engagements for all riders, 
save where the boy is under contract, 
in whieh case either the contract em- 
ployer or his licensed trainer must 
make the engagement. In rare cases, 
where a stable has a bona fide au- 
thorized agent, the stewards may ap- 
prove and license such an agent to 
make engagements for a rider under 
contract to the stable; and free-lance 
riders. if they see fit, will be per- 
mitted to make their own engage- 
ments. But the engagement books of 
all other riders will be placed in the 
charge of Doyle, who is himself a for- 
mer jockey, and who will secure 
mounts for the boys. A list of riders 
will be posted in the horsemen’s 
lounging rooms. Owners and trainers 
will be required to report their riders’ 
names by 8:30 of the day of any race 
in which they have entries. Failing 
this, Doyle has been authorized to 
place the most available rider on the 
horse, and the owners and trainers 
must accept his decision.

ON SCALPERS 
AT CHICAGO 


Washington, November 16.—In- 
ternal revenue officials are planning 
to collect heavy taxes from scalpers 
handling Army-Nav7 football game 
tickets in Chicago, it was said here 
tonight, 

Scalpers who charge’ exorbitant 
prices for tickets are subject to heavy 
faxes and if they make no return 
of their profits are liable to penalties 
extending to five-year jail terms or 
$10,000 fines. 

They will be proceeded against un- 
der the tax law, if they are charging 
excessive prices.’ Whfile the internal 
revenue bureau here has received no 
information concerning the activities 
of Mrs. Mabel Reinecke, collector at 
Chicago, who is reported beginning 
a round-up of ticket scalpers, offi- 
cials pointed out that -collectors are 
authorized to act on their own ini- 
Ciative in such cases, and do act 
ordinarily without reports to the bu- 
reau until after they have secured 
their evidence and begun prosecution. 

Internal revepue collectors, it was 
explained, are expected to take action 
against any scalping such as that re- 
ported from Chicago. 

Penalty Heavy. 

Under the 1926 tax law, ticket 
agenty must pay to the government 50 
per cent of any excess charge above 
0U cents over the regular price, which 
means for example, that for each $3.00 
seai sold for $75, a price quoted from 
Chicago, the scalper must pay the 
government $36.55. 

If the scalper fails to make a re- 
turn on excessive charge transactions 
within a ment he is penalized 25 
per cent of the tax, and if he makey 
a false or fraudulent return, he is 
assessed a 50 per cent penalty. Every 
month that he fails to pay, the scalp- 
er is charged in addition one per cent 
interest, 

Any scalper who wilfully fails to 
pay or evades the tax ig guilty of a 
elony, under the law, and subject 
to a fine of not more than $10,000 
and imprisonment for not more than 
five years. 

Last Round-Up. 

The government rounded up a num- 
ber of ticket sealpers here during the 
world series a year ago and _ took 
action against them. That was one 
of the most extensive proceedings 
against scalpers, though there have 
been several. 

From all reports, the sealpers are 
reaping the biggest harvest yet from 
the Army-Navy classic.
